suitable for ties dwindles. 
Much 
of the wood 
now 
treated 
here, 
gum, oak and pine, 
comes 
from 
the south, some of it from as far 
south as Texas. 
Northern states, 
however, continue to provide ties 
of hemlock, birch, 
beech 
and 
maple. 


Ties Last 30 Years 


Generally the ties, all cut 
and 
hewn, are 
shipped 
here 
green. 
They are aged from five to eight 
months in the yard before being 
subjected to the preserving treat­ 
ment. W hen lum ber 
was 
more 
plentiful ties usually 
were 
not 
treated, 
and 
their average 
life 
under 
service 
pressure, 
was 
slightly more than three and one 
half years. Now, with the creosote, 
injection, the wood maintains its 
usefulness for 25 to 30 years. 
Before being tieated the 
ties 
now go through an 
adzing 
and 
boring plant, a process which has 
been found to add considerably to 
the life of the ties. The ties 
pass 
through an 
ingenuous 
machine 
which “ adzes” two perfectly true 


paths near the end of the 
ties, 
just where the steel rails w ill lay. 
The tie then passes 
to 
another 
portion of the machine where four 
one half inch 
holes 
are 
bored 
through the timber. 
These holes 
eventually w ill receive the spikes 
which hold the rail in position. 
D rilling 
the 
holes 
eliminates 
most of the danger of splitting the 
tie when the spikes 
are 
driven 
Creosote also gets into the hole^ 
during the treating process, m ak­ 
ing the tie at that point less sus­ 
ceptible to decay. W orking 
two 
shifts a day. workmen can, 
and 
usually do, put approxim ately 6,- 
000 ties a day through this pro-

This safety play comes under 
the heading of the worst possible 
distributions. West of course plays 
out three rounds of clubs and then 
shifts to the four of spades prob­ 
ably 
If West shifts to ,any other 
suit it makes no particular differ­ 
ence to the declarer. 
His only problem in this hand 
is the proper play of the trum p 


suit. 
The safety play is for outh 
to play the king of hearts at trick 
fice. 
South knows that there are 
four spades not accounted for in 
his and 
dum m y’s hands. 
They 
include the jack, 
lf they are di­ 
vided cither 2-2 or 3-1 they will 
fall on the three high swings in 
declarer and dum m y’s hands. But 
if they are divided 4-0, the jack 
may become a winner. 
The play of the king from the 
South hand at trick five eliminates 
this possibility. 
If the hearts are 
divided 4-0 in the defenders’ hands 
either East 
or W est will show 
out on the first round of the suit. 
If west is the one who has none, 
the ace will take the second lead 
of trum p and finesse can be taken 
against East. 
If East shows out 
in the first lead then the finesse 
of the nine in dum m y at the sec­ 
ond lead of trum ps will clear up 
the trum p for declarer who can 
then claim 
the balance 
of the 
tricks. 
You will notice that the lead 
of the king at trick five protects 
declarer against any distribution 
of the hearts. 
That is the im­ 
portant thing.

Even 
when the proposed improvements 
of tile municipal beach are made— 
and the* certainly should he made

swimming can be enjoyed. Swim­ 
ming is healthful 
exercise 
of a 
type that can make the greatest 
contribution to 
improving 
the 
physical well-being 
of 
a com­ 
munity. It is great fun for per­ 
sons of all walks of life aud all 
ages fro.ii one to enc hundred.

According to the National Re­ 
creation association, a community 
should provide sw im m ing facil­ 
ities that can serve 3 per cent of 
the total population at one time. 
This means that a swimming, pool 
in Escanaba should be large en­

m ately 430 swimmers, allowing 27 
square feet for each 
swimmer 
using the pool, and IO square feet 
for each non-swimmer. Presum ­ 
ably at least HO per cent of the 
patrons of the pool w ould be clas­ 
sified as swimmers. T hus a swim­ 
ming pool to meet the needs of 
Escanaba, upon the basis of pres­
